THE DERIVATION OF DC 


Detective Comics was not the first comic to be published by National 
Allied Publication. New Fun and More Fun were the first American 
comic books by Major Malcolm Wheeler-Nicholson. It was rather 
larger in size, with 36 pages and was first printed in February of 1935. 
The October issue of that same year debuted Jerry Siegel and Joe 
Shuster’s work (who later created Superman). A second magazine 
was added to the publishing house titled New Comics, which pre- 
miered in December of 1935 and later evolved into Adventure Comics. 


COMICS 


Wheeler-Nicholson added a third title in 1936 called Detective 
Comics, though it premiered three months late in March of 1937. That 
very year, he fell into financial issues and the ownership of Detective 
Comics transferred to Harry Donenfeld and his accountant Jack S. 
Leibowitz, who formed Detective Comics, Inc. Regardless of the finan- 
cial dramas, the popularity of the comic grew with the introduction of 
Batman in issue #27 in 1939. 


THE ADVENT OF THE SUPERHERO 


You have to give credit where credit is due, and DC Comics gets the 
credit. For what, you ask? Well, the advent of the Superhero! Super- 
man was introduced on the cover of Action Comics #1, and with his 
popularity came Batman, Wonder Woman and the Justice Society of 
America, the first superhero team. This is what they call the Golden 
Age of comic books. 


The Silver Age came with the mid-1950s. Costumes were changed, 
characters were revamped and the Justice Society of America became 
the Justice League of America. Some amazing changes came to Bat- 
man with Julius Schwartz’s aid while Wonder Woman was reimagined 
to target young girls. The comics also went from being writer driven 
to artist driven while adding incredible talents like Joe Kubert, Dick 
Giordano, Mike Skews and the soon-to-be-Marvel-Comic-defected 
Jack Kirby. 


Detective Comics found that comics that were geared directly 
towards the “fan market” failed, as many series that started out 
strong would fail quickly. Many theories were speculated as to why 
but nevertheless, artists were paid per page regardless of the sales 
performance; perhaps not the best plan for the time. The “DC Explo- 
sion” came with the 70’s and 80’s and the rise of Marvel Comics, as 
DC increased its outflow and introduced new characters like Firestorm 
and Shade, the Changing Man as well as other non-superhero titles, 
though the strategy failed and was retitled the “DC Implosion.” 


Luckily, titles like The New Teen Titans started the revitalization of 
DC Comics. Other well received titles like Batman: The Dark Knight 
Returns and Watchmen, though limited series, aided in the resurgence 
of popularity. In the early 1990’s, comics had a boom with the aid 
of mainstream media’s influence and dramatic storylines to beloved 
characters like the death of Superman and the crippling of Batman. 
Drama sells! 


DC COMICS TODAY 


As the first comic book publisher to release a digital version of their 
comics on the same day as the paper versions, DC has taken a “re- 
launch” approach by starting all of the storylines for all of their comic 
titles over, calling it “New 52”. Backstories and origins have been 
wiped. Friendship stories are relationships: gone. All continuities are in 
question. So where do we go from here? Grab a copy of your favorite 
title and read on!

If you are reading this, then we have to as- 
sume that you are at least somewhat inter- 
ested in these Transformers movies and are 
relatively happy with the work of Michael Bay. 
If this is not the case, then you absolutely de- 
spise all things Michael Bay related and would 
definitely regret seeing this movie. That being 
said, the fans will feel right at home in this 
newest rendition of our childhood memories 
put into explosive, Michael Bay format. 


The story Cif you want to call it that) for 
Transformers: Age of Extinction is set 5 years 
after the events of Transformers: Dark of the 
Moon, in a world that no longer trusts our 
friends the Autobots thanks to the terrible de- 
struction and devastation left in the wake of 
Chicago. Kelsey Grammer heads a CIA group 
whose task is simple: terminate any and all 
Transformers. He is evidently doing quite well 
at his task with just one exception: he can’t 
catch Optimus Prime. This is where Mark 
Wahlberg’s character comes into play as the 
Texas inventor/junk collector who happens 
to stumble across a broken-down Optimus in 
his truck form, and proceeds to put him back 
together. The government finds out, trashes 
the place, threatens his scantily clad teenage 
daughter, and just before one of the agents 
takes out Nicola Peltz (the aforementioned 
daughter) Optimus transforms and saves the 
day with all the Michael Bay explosions you 
could ask for. 


Now some of you may be asking where Shia 
Labeouf is and what happened to his hot girl- 
friend? Their situation and well-being are not 
addressed in the slightest, but there are some 
returning characters in this fourth installment 
of the franchise. We catch a brief glimpse 
of some of the old Autobots through videos 
of them being taken down, and Bumblebee 
manages to stay alive and be part of the ac- 
tion throughout the movie.

but the clever comedic timing of The Hun- 
ger Game’s Ceasar Flickerman was lost in the 
shuffle.

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DC has managed to trump the 
competition in the animated are- 
na for decades. How do they do 
it? We give credit where credit is 
due: Batman. 


For far longer than most of our readers have 
been alive, the two biggest names in comic books 
have been battling back and forth for dominance. 
When it comes to the comic books, utilizing their 
big names and asserting large changes is the 
norm when it comes to the battle for supremacy, 
but no one publisher has come out on top. In the 
animation department, however, there is a group 
that seems to rise up and be the leader in the field: 
DC Comics. 


DC and its characters have been in the animated 
format for almost 75 years, with a history that 
dates back to the legendary Max Fleischer Tech- 
nicolor cartoons of the 1940s. Back then, it was 
much easier to wow audiences, and the cartoon 
series was hailed as ultra-realistic thanks to its Art 
Deco look and intricate scoring. The first cartoon 
in the series was nominated in 1941 for an Acade- 
my Award! Sadly this epic cartoon did not last, as 
the enormous budget (totaling an equivalent of 
$7,893,049.21) was too much for the studio owners 
to continue spending. 


The big boom for comic book cartoons came 
in the mid to late 1960’s with Marvel releasing 3 
different shows, including the famed Spider-Man 
and Fantastic Four cartoons, and DC fighting 
back with an overwhelming 6 different titles! In 
the time since those early years, and up until the 
1990’s, Marvel pushed out 8 titles though two only 
made it to pilot episodes. DC, once again crushing 
their opponents, impressed with 13 programs! 
For viewers everywhere, it was a win-win. Even 
more intriguing is the fact that the shows put 
out by DC (mostly done by Hanna-Barbera and 
Filmation) had a sort of active continuity within 
the two studios’ productions. What this means is 
that the Hanna-Barbera “Super Friends” franchise 
that started in 1973 had the same continuity as the 
1995 series The Superman/Batman Adventures! 22 
years of continued continuity? Not bad for a show 
that featured the Wonder Twins. 
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The big showdown between the rival companies 
began in September of 1992 with the arrival of 
Batman: The Animated Series for DC and X-Men: 
The Animated Series for Marvel a month later. 
Many would speculate that these two shows are 
the two greatest representations of all time of our 
beloved characters, and Geek Fantasy wouldn’t ar- 
gue with that. Back in 1991, X-Men was revised and 
centered itself on a new book simply titled: X-Men. 
The artist that created the amazing foldout, inter- 
locking cover for the series’ #1, Jim Lee, was also 
the co-plotter of this revitalization of the illustrious 
franchise. His incredible artwork was the basis 
for the character designs in the X-Men animated 
series as well as in several video games featuring 
the characters. His designs were a huge part of the 
success of the show along with the use of famous 
storylines and events from the actual comics. The 
series covered events like The Legacy Virus, Age of 
Apocalypse, and of course, the Dark Phoenix Saga. 
At the height of the show’s prominence in 1994, 
the newly formed “Marvel Films Animation” studio 
came out with Spider-Man: The Animated Series, 
which helped boost the sales of the other Marvel 
Comics properties. The two amazingly popular 
shows had very few crossovers, as the two studios 
were in two separate countries. It was a pretty 
good few years for the crew at Marvel. 

Not to take away from any of Marvel’s success 
with their shows, but the one show that to this day 
remains the number one on most lists of the great- 
est animated comic book series is Batman: The 
Animated Series. BTAS, as it is known, paved the 
way as the first in the new DC animated universe 
in 1992. Prior to the show’s release, fans of Batman 
only had the “campier” versions of the Caped 
Crusader from the popular Super Friends universe 
that did not quite capture the “dark” or the Dark 
Knight very well. The beginnings of Batman had a 
much darker tone, with Bats carrying a gun, which 
he was not afraid to use, while dispatching foes in 
the pulp style relative to the era. This did not last 
long, however, with the editors deciding to adopt 


a decidedly more lighthearted and juvenile 
approach to the stories due to the ending of the 
second World War. The comics did not really see 

a return to the darker side of the Dark Knight 

until Frank Miller’s legendary “The Dark Knight 
Returns” limited series, which featured our aging 
hero coming out of retirement to take his city back 
from a mutant gang that had since taken over. 

The animated series emphasized more of the dark 
detective side of Batman, with a full orchestra 
providing an opening theme that is so powerful 
and reminiscent of the Tim Burton movies that you 
can’t help but feel like the show was geared more 
towards an adult audience. 


An interesting theme to note is that the two most 
popular series for the two companies (X-Men and 
BTAS) were both a departure from the campy 
and juvenile cartoons that had been flooding the 
airwaves. Both companies were finding that when 
they took the stories from the actual comic books 
and followed them more closely, they would score 
more of a positive review with the viewers. Seeing 
the results from these cartoons has helped push 
DC in the more adult orientated direction, which 
the company has been heading in with their films, 
animated or otherwise. The huge commercial 
success of Christopher Nolan’s Dark Knight Trilogy 
was largely based on the grittier, more adult and 
realistic (as far as a comic book movie can be) 
feeling. Man of Steel made a bold decision to 
make Superman a killer fresh off of a reboot of a 
franchise. If you are still unsure if DC’s movies are 
more adult, take a look at one of the more recent 
releases from DC Entertainment, Son of Batman 
and you will see the graphic level of violence 
featured throughout the whole movie. 


BTAS spawned other shows as well, such as 
Superman: The Animated Series, Batman Beyond, 
and Justice League Unlimited, which were all 
created to be functioning in the same universe. 
Had that been the end of DC’s push for animation 
domination, it would have been more than admi- 
rable. With both companies still putting out titles, 
Marvel took their attack to the big screen where 
it has been reigning champ ever since, whereas 
DC and Warner Bros. pushed their animation 
forward, again by creating titles for adults as well 
as children. The theatre release of Watchmen 
persuaded the company to create a motion comic 
of the mature comic book geared towards adults 
while their other animation project came in the 
form of Batman: The Brave and the Bold. This new 
series was a return to the campier side of Batman, 
featuring a new team-up almost every episode and 
an exaggerated cartoon look. Picture Adam West 
Batman 66 but as a cartoon. There you go. This 
strong series kept their advantage in the TV ani- 
mation department while movies like Superman: 
Doomsday, Superman/Batman Public Enemies, 
and Batman: Under the Red Hood solidified DC’s 
hold over the animated medium. In the realm of 
television, DC continued its new title launch with 
the fan favorite: Young Justice. Young Justice 


featured a team of 
younger heroes that 
refused to just be side- 
kicks so they created their 
own “big league” team. The 
cast included three big names 
in Robin, Kid Flash, and Superboy 

but also was not afraid to include 

lesser-known heroes such as Aqualad 

and Miss Martian. Every episode felt like 

it was a comic book, combining small spots 

of humor with intense action and a well- 

crafted story that led from episode to episode. 
Tragically, the show was cancelled after Season 2 
to a huge uproar of the fans, and sadly didn’t pull 
a Family Guy “just kidding.” 


DC has a strong hold on the animation medium and if they 
are smart, they won’t stop innovating. Marvel has a gem on 
it’s hands with the uber popular Ultimate Spider-Man and 
they are also trying to capitalize on the success of their 
Avengers movies with their revamped Avengers Assemble 
show, a dynamic duo that could elevate them past DC. As the 
company that owns the Batman, DC is sure to have a plan.

Originally set up as a ray of 
justice and hope in the face of an organized 
and unbeatable super-villains society, it 
now stands as a played-out organization in 
which the public has become disillusioned. 


The issue starts high energy and briefly 
introduces the team while targeting the last 
of the infamous villains. The story is high 
on intrigue, yet only gives us a quick set-up 
— for a new series — that leaves the reader 
wondering, “with all the bad guys locked 
away in the first issue, what will become of 
C.0.W.L?” 


Kyle Higgins (Batman Beyond 2.0) and Alec 
Siegel (Avengers Origins: Vision) present 
this interesting tale with an instant swerve: 
their heroes complete their last mission 
within the first few pages. So far, I’m feeling 
an old 50s noir magazine meets the Watch- 
men vibe. And with this sort of surmise, this 
lady nerd can’t help but feel like there are 
many ways this new series could develop. 


This first issue is a shallow introduction into 
to the C.O.W.L. universe and let’s hope as 

it carries on it will focus more on character 

building as there is a lot of potential at the 

heart of this story. 


While the story isn’t totally satisfying, the 
art is a dish full of flavor. Rod Reis (Aqua- 
man) does a fantastic job of slowing the 
reader down to enjoy each panel for a mo- 
ment more. The colors are raw and gritty 
which isn’t the look you’d find in a

A story has been building in Avengers for 
some time thanks to Jonathan Hickman 
(East of West)- and, thankfully, this main 
event tie-in doesn’t distract from it. In this 
ish, Hick tackles the sin of the Illuminati in 
all his dark and sultry greatness, providing 
plenty of memorable character mo- 

ments. Just wait ’til you check out current 
616 Hawkeye tangle with his future self 
(complete with a subtle inquiry of his lost 
dog, as seen in Clint Barton’s standalone 
series...). Just remember, if you’re looking 
for an actual Original Sin tie-in that moves 
the main event along, this book doesn’t 
really advance the search for the Watcher’s 
balls. I’m talking, EYE balls of course. Leinil 
Yu (Ultimate Wolverine vs. Hulk), as usual, 
is quite amazing on the spreads. 


My only issues with 
the... well... issue, is 
that if you’ve seen 
one future Avenger 
you’ve seen them 
all. If Hickman is 
known for his world 
building, then 
maybe he should 
stick to building 
new characters 
instead of the 

new future hero 
witnessed every 
six issues. 
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This series debut is yet another hollow 
point bullet in Mark Millar’s (The Authority, 
Superman: Red Son) comics chamber, and, 
along with artist Duncan Fegredo (Enigma, 
Hellboy: Darkness Calls), he’s given life to 
another perfect Millerverse anti-superhero, 
who’s all contemporary slacker arche- 
type-meets-classic comic trope. 

Pair that with a twist of post-modern fate 
to challenge the threshold of an asshole’s 
reluctance. 


In MPH, the hero in question is Roscoe, a 
low-life with high hopes, who, by issue’s 
end, becomes sort of like the uber-Flash, 
but for the MTV Cribs generation. 

After he falls prey to a deal that reeked of 
the FBI sting operation it turned out to be, 
mid-level bagman Roscoe get sentenced 
to fifteen years’ maximum hard time. Too 
much of a “yes-man” to turn evidence on 
his kingpin boss, he’s still desperate for a 
shortened sentence a la good behavior. 
So he commits himself to the vision board 
he’d been working on before so foolishly 
getting arrested for cocaine, and to his 
hottie girlfriend, Rosa. But then, when one 
of his boys on the outside reveals that the 
boss set him up just for a shot with Rosa, 
Roscoe goes all “f*** all” on good behavior 
and, after a stint in solitary after a cafeteria 
beat down, partakes in goodies from the 
cell block’s “Candy Store”. 


If there were ever an episode of X-Files on 
The Flash... 

What he gets from the Candyman is a mys- 
terious pill labeled MPH, a pill we first 


caught a glimpse of in the issue’s intro, 
which had taken place twenty-some years 
earlier. 

After a violent seizure, Roscoe comes to 
consciousness possessed of super speed. 
But describing Roscoe’s newfound power 
as “super” is like referring to the Rolling 
Stones as a “garage band.” Because, the 
fact is, after a dose of MPH, Roscoe lives in 
speed, existing in a world where velocity 
and time collide together, and everything 
around him literally grinding to a pace so 
imperceptible, it all just seems to stop. 
Now, what I’ve always hated about Millar is 
that he’s so blunt. Dude writes with all the 
grace of a cinderblock. In a tutu. But then 
again, what I’ve always loved about Millar is 
that he’s so goddamned blunt. Dude writes 
with — I'll say it again — all the grace of a 
cinderblock. But, f*** the tutu, this time the 
cinderblock is GETTING SHOT OUT OF A 
BAZOOKA. 


MPH is no different, and | have to say, it is 
also aptly titled for a Millar property. From 
panel one to panel end, the motor on this 
baby heaves high-octane. The story greatly 
benefits from co-creator Fegredo’s art. It’s 
full of colorful and contemporary pizzazz, 
frozen in a timeless block layout that helps 
to reflect what will surely be any reader’s 
head-on collision with it. 


Bottom line: MPH is kinetically spectacu- 
lar fanboy fare wrapped up in the gritty 
currency of a Curtis Hanson movie...

INVINCIBLE #111 


In Image Comics’ Invincible, a lot of 
people get punched in the face. That will 
include you, the reader, if you choose to 
read it. 


Do you like face punching? Maybe you do. | 
don’t know. | don’t know yout life. 


Having no experience with previous issues 
of the Invincible series, | have to say this 
issue #111 reads like a stand-alone. Not 

so much like a #1, but at the very least, 

a stand-alone. Everything that happens, 
happens, but it’s clear WAY more has 

been going on. It’s kind of like watching an 
episode of Law & Order, except one of the 
recurring characters is pregnant. 


Written by Robert Kirkman (The Walking 
Dead), with art by Ryan Ottley (Haunt) and 
Cliff Rathburn (TWD), Invincible is, by far, 
the unbeatable one-two punch combina- 
tion of this particular FOC. It starts strong, 
keeps pace, and finishes big. 

The story of Invincible follows Mark Wahl- 
berg as he chases his dream to play for the 
NFL — Wait, no. Sorry. That’s not it. 


Oh, yeah... Invincible follows Mark Grayson, 
a super being, last in a long line of super 
beings, who faces enemies both faceless 
and faced. The faceless enemies include 
“difficulty coping with the reality of life” 
and “inability to accept family.” The faced 
enemies are mostly “many brains of alter- 
nate selves of an evil scientist existing in 
the same killer robot”... 


I’m giving it a hard time, but it’s a really 
fun comic. On an honest note, for any of 
the faint-of-heart, | will say this comic is 
violent. | assume most of you will not have 
a problem with that. | don’t either; | just 
wanted to put it out there... So, it’s vio- 
lent. And the violence comes as a shock, 
because the art is playful enough that it 
doesn’t presume violence. 


Regardless, it’s well worth a read, and you 


can kind of pick up the story at #111 if you 
want. If, that is, you can take all the HITS. 


SUPERMAN: DOOMED #1 


Superman of the New 52 continuity is faced 
with a supercharged killing machine. It 
sucks life energy like Parasite. It transports 
across the globe using the Phantom Zone. 
It turns cities to ash and boils the ocean. 


Then, in one issue, the fight is over. Dooms- 
day is dead. In a desperate rage, Super- 
man tears the beast asunder in a splendid 
double splash page. The monster begins 

to vaporize. And Superman inhales it all 
preventing the gas. Saving the world. 

His skin appears burnt. He is on his knees 
whispering. 


That first fight with Doomsday — despite 
the destruction and death only sketched 
that more destructive and deadly by Ken 
(Excalibur) Lashley — made you feel the 
desperation of Superman as he pummeled 
the beast to death using every last bit of 
strength he had left. 


Doomed #1 imbues the reader with a sense 
of dread. You don’t see a hero making a 
final stand. You see a man making a hard 
choice. You see a man who is unsure that 
he can win. The Justice League knows it’s 
powerless. His focus is on recovering what’s 
left from the Doomsday attack sites. 


On the fingers of Scott (Teen Titans) 
Lobdell‘s script are Superman’s leading 
ladies: Lois and Lana in Smallville and Diana 
with Steel and Superman in Africa and the 
Justice League in Washington, D.C. Each of 
these women represent a part of the Man 
of Steel’s life and how they interact will 
seem to spell out big things for Superman 
going forward. 


Looming threats: The Eradicator’s proph- 
esy (Superman #30), which is echoed by 
the awakened Kandorians: Superman will 
murder the Earth. Brainiac’s possession of 
Lois, and his approach toward Earth heralds 
the destruction of the planet. And what 
happened in Smallville? 


ACTION COMICS #31 
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Superman is his worst enemy. 


That trope is used throughout Man of Steel 
stories time and again: Red Kryptonite, that 
arc in the mid 90s where Superman begins 
to absorb too much solar energy too fast 
after Eradicator sacrifices himself to save 
Superman from Cyborg Superman, and 
Superman Ill. 


Doomed is one of those stories. 

More often than not the my-own-worst-en- 
emy stories lack any sort of quality. It’s hard 
to say they are ever done right, but some 
are better than others. Doomed may shape 
up to be the best of them. 


Superman’s burgeoning rage is first a vision 
of snapping Luthor to bits once Lex, com- 
missioned by Sen. Sam Lane, announces 
that he will be quarantining Superman after 
his encounter with Doomsday. The visions 
of rage become action as Supes tears apart 
a helicopter filled with hunters taking pot 
shots at wolves in Alaska. 

It quickly becomes apparent that Super- 
man is becoming Doomsday. The Fortress 
of Solitude’s security won't let him pass. 
His knuckles have begun to protrude from 
his skin. 


But Superman takes the back seat in this 
story, and this is why the Doomed arc is 
working so well. In addition to more than 
capable art from Aaron Kuder (Green Lan- 
tern: New Guardians) and Rafa Sandoval 
(Incredible Hercules), the supporting cast 
of characters is really shining through. 


Early on, the perspective of Greg Pak’s 
(Turok, Eternal Warrior) story switched 
briefly to Lana Lang. She and Lois just 
witnessed Superman rip Doomsday apart. 
In the final iconic pages of Superman 75, 
Lois Lane is with him as he dies. Here, Lois 
and Lana watch from afar. Lana is about 
to run out to the boy she once loved when 
Diana, Wonder Woman, scoops up the Man 
of Steel and spirits him away. 

“That’s Wonder Woman,” Lois says to Lana. 
“| know, Lois.” 

“Pretty impressive, isn’t she? They’re dat- 
ing, you know. 

“Got it. Thanks.” 

John Henry Irons, introduced at the begin- 
ning of the New 52, comes into play here 
too. He made an appearance in Doomed #1 
as well. Whatever has infected Superman 
has likely affected him. He bathes himself 
in organic steel as Sen. Lane tries to recruit 
him to his cause. He wants Superman 
imprisoned.

This too has Superman taking a back seat 
in the story. And it works great. 

In Doomed #1, Superman laments all the 
lies he needs to tell to protect his friends 
and colleagues from his life as Superman. 
Here, as Superman’s Doomsday infection 
grows worse, the neat compartments that 
Clark Kent has been able to build around 
his life start to crumble. 


For Swamp Thing scribe Charles Soule, this 
comic takes the term Wonder Woman to 
new heights: 


Diana — Wonder Woman — is making the 

rounds. She goes to Clark’s office to speak 
with Cat Grant. She tracks down Lois Lane. 
She runs into Batman. 


Cat Grant, Clark Kent’s business partner, is 
clearly interested in him. She is shocked to 
learn that Clark has a girlfriend. She tosses 
a low blow at Diana when she 

says that Clark never mentioned 
her, which is deftly swatted 
away by Diana. 


Diana catches up with 
Lois Lane, who is on 
more of a mission 
for Brainiac 

than the Daily 
Planet and 

gets herself

with soldiers. Diana helps her go free, and 
learns that there is something not quite 
right with Lois. 


We see how much Diana, herself, has also 
been placed into a compartment. She 
searches Clark’s public life. She search- 

es the Fortress of Solitude. She ignores 
Smallville because everyone there is still in 
acoma. 


It is Bruce Wayne, Batman, that shows he 
really knows Clark. He tells Diana to check 
his apartment — “where he feels most 
human.” 


The same Superman we see in Doomed is 
here too. This is not a hero fighting a nev- 
er-ending battle. Superman is acquiescing 
to the infection. He wants to be killed. He 

wants Diana to kill him. Fighting the infec- 
tion doesn’t occur as a thought until Diana 
convinces him of it. 


Remember that Doomed is a my-own- 
worst-enemy story. That means we get 

to see some of Superman’s most base 
feelings. And he has a lot of them, it seems. 
What’s great about the execution of this — 
all seething with true feeling from artists 
Tony Daniel (Batman R.I.P.) and Matt “Batt” 
Banning (Green Lantern Corps) — is that 
there is real history in which Superman is 
reacting. This is not just random grumpi- 
ness for the sake of the story. He has legit- 
imate gripes with the two people trying to 
help him. GF

It was a pleasure meeting you at MegaCon Florida this year. We 
were very impressed with your Steampunk Time Traveler. We 
would love the backstory on your Cosplay Life. 

| have always loved strange fashion and costumes, and to some 
extent, I’ve always cosplayed original ideas. | really got into it after | 
made some friends that would cosplay at cons. It seemed like a fun 
challenge, and so | decided to start putting some cosplays together 
for cons and photo shoots. 


What other Cosplay looks have you’ve done? 

| love taking characters and putting an original twist on them for 
my costumes; | have a Black Canary (also one of my first costumes), 
and a gunslinger-style Harley Quinn. | do a lot of original steam- 
punk designs, because | love victorian fashion. | also created an 
original Romulan based on the classic Star Trek, a couple original 
demon designs, Jake from Adventure Time, Mary Mason from 
American Mary, and Crimson Viper from Street Fighter. Because I’ve 
loved Batman since | was little (my first Halloween costume was 
Batman!), | have a TON of Batman character designs in the works. | 
love fierce femme characters, and villains with creative designs. 


What is your favorite Cosplay? 

Right now, my favorite is Batwoman. However, | have some fun 
plans for my 2014 cosplays that might take over that “favorite 
cosplay” spot. 


What do you enjoy most about Cosplaying? 

Cosplay is a way to challenge all of my creative outlets. | get 

to sketch out original designs, fabricate them with a variety of 
methods (sculpting, sewing, crafting), utilize hair & makeup skills to 
finalize the ‘illusion’, and then BECOME the character with model- 
ing/acting. | love the creative challenge. | also love meeting other 
cosplayers - | have made SO MANY friends through doing this! 
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Do you Cosplay alone or with a group? 

Depending on the cosplay - | have done both! Some cosplays stand 
alone just fine on their own, however | have done many group co- 
splays. My C. Viper (Street Fighter) & Jake (Adventure Time) were 
part of a large group of other talented cosplayers. Often, when | 
cosplay with a group, it is with the Supergirls of Supercon - we plan 
a lot of group costumes and shoot them together. | love working in 
groups. 


Your photos look amazing. What was it like to be your Cosplay 
characters in a photo shoot? 

At first, it is challenging. It feels a little silly to “act” in a still frame. 
However, once you get started - it becomes easier. Getting into the 
costume, putting on the makeup, literally transforming yourself 
into the character helps to set the scene, so to say. Once you are in 
costume, and in a scene, it comes naturally. 


Were there certain movements or placement you tried to create? 
Yes, usually for each character | shoot - there is ONE idea that 
stands out above the rest that | always want to be sure is done. It 
may be inspired by a scene from a comic, or it may be an original 
idea. Accomplishing that “one great idea” is always so rewarding, 
and it often spawns other ideas. 

When shooting as Catwoman, | liked to contort myself into catlike, 
gymnastic poses. | try to recreate her sexy but dangerous energy in 
my facial expressions and poses. 

As for Batwoman, | tried to look strong, brooding, maybe even a 
little angry. 


Your photographer, David Love, is known in the industry as a pro- 
fessional who creates amazing images. What was it like working 
with him? 

Working with David Love is always a blast. We always end up 
shooting for hours, but the time just flies by. He is great at mani- 
festing the ideas we come up with. He gives great direction, comes 
up with fantastic ideas, and keeps us laughing through the shoot. 
And of course - the results are always awesome! | think it shows in 
the end photo, and I’m always thinking of new things to shoot with 
him. 


We think your images look incredible. What do you think about 
the final product? 

| love them! It’s so rewarding to see my hard work on a costume 

in an EPIC photo. It gives my costume work, and my character, 
relevance...as opposed to just some shots of Catwoman in a parking 
garage, | can have shots of Catwoman fighting Batman on a roof- 
top.

With this sudden boom and undeniable universal revival of comics both Golden and Silver age, we are introduced 
and reintroduced to many faces, places, and cases long forgotten and themes that have lost some of their appeal. 
But this month, we are celebrating and recognizing DC (with great pleasure might | add) and | will be touching 
on one of my favorite themes in comics as well as in literature. A couple of heroes that capture the epitome of the 
lost art of deduction! You know old bean, the thrill of the chase, the spoils of the hunt! -Ahem! Sherlock-ian quips 
aside, as stated before we are enthralled in an ever-rising whirlwind of heroes and it’s easy to forget and under 
appreciate the old ways of studious deduction and observation, a perception of the not so obvious. 
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Now, where to start? Perhaps with Ralph Dibny, the superhuman contortionist with unreal deductive reasoning? 
No. Close, but not quite titillating enough for a mind as vast and overly stimulated as mine, or perhaps yours. Ah- 
ah! You squeal to yourself while reading this well worded and masterfully eloquent and articulated piece of writing. 
This writing, which is most likely to be read later after the perusal of the elegant placement of the female form, 
quenching the almost primordial, yet sophisticated pallet of most readers. Then it dawns on you as the hair on 
your neck stands, and blood courses through your veins; It need not be a man by default, nor could he be labeled 
a beast because of the assumed intelligence. How can we, how should we label the once savage, then exploited 
novelty of Bobo the Chimp doing side show parlor tricks and living the life any chimpanzee would love to live, 
rather than playing the most deadly of games: Survival in the wilds of a savage jungle. Jumping Jehoshaphat! You 
mean to tell me before “ Dial M for: Monkey” and “Mojo Jojo” there was another super intelligent ape? Contain 
yourselves ladies and gents! With great pleasure | humbly reintroduce to the world Detective Bobo T. Chimp or 
simply Detective Chimp! 


Like most Golden and Silver Age heroes, B.T. had a normal life, adopted as a mascot like many chimps were in 
the media at the time, but what made him special then, was his help in solving his trainer Fred Thorpe’s murder by 
communicating to the sheriff's department. Interesting, but not very riveting. So we flash to a huge turning point 
in comics, the 80’s! 


Prior to the huge boost in character development, B.T. was a supporting character to Rex the Wonder Dog, 
making cameos, before being almost forgotten! A couple of origins have been created, but the most canon seems 
to be the Fountain of Youth story, where Bobo escapes his life of comfort and entertainment provided to him 
by Fred Thorpe. With the help of Rex, he gains powers of wisdom, knowledge, and youth from the fountain. The 
Fountain also allowed him some other famous literary hero qualities, such as communication with animals and 
people alike similar to Dr. Dolittle. Of course, with his super intelligence and animal instincts, it’s of no surprise that 
his most impressive attributes are that of his level of deductive reasoning and detection and not really the fact that 
he’s a talking chimp. From this point on, Det. Chimp had more to offer us, the audience, as well as the universe he 
is a part of. 


The Detective has many highlights in his career such as joining the Bureau of Amplified Animals and serving with 
Shadowpact, as well as being recognized by Mensa for having an IQ higher then 98% of the adult human popula- 
tion! Egads! But it’s the brush with fate that stands out to me and truly makes Detective B.T. Chimp a hero in my 
mind. “The Helmet of Fate: Detective Chimp” is the first volume in a series of events that has Fate choosing its host 
body. In this we follow along with the detective as he is consulting homicide detectives of the GCPD in a murder 
of a group of people posing as heroes. Meanwhile, the helmet of fate is traveling through time space and every- 
thing else you can imagine! While being able at first glance to determine the origins of equipment and method 
of murder, he gives the investigators all they need to close the case, and leaves abruptly after his job is done. On 
his way home, he crosses paths with the helmet and proceeds to wear it, as he was chosen by Fate! He learns the 
Knowledge of Knowledge, the Truths of Truths, thus allowing him to amplify his already high intelligence. Not only 
does he solve the murder case, he takes down a black market ring in the process. Realizing that the power of Fate 
on top of his own intelligence was a volatile combination, he hurls the helmet back in to the cosmos for it wasn’t 
his fate to wield such power! This stood out to me because with everything given to him, he would rather keep his 
life as it was, then have the power of Fate and the universe. 


Our humble chimp detective has been known to assist the Batman in cases too vast for a mind even as brilliant 
as his in a chat room where they are able to swap theories freely. Another brilliant mind that works alongside our 
simian Sherlock is that of one Edward Nigma, the Riddler! Of course, the Riddler is unaware of the actual identity 
of his chat room companion but it is a testament to Det. Chimp nonetheless that he can be called upon to tackle 


cases of that caliber! Detective Chimp you are a gentleman and a scholar! Jolly good show! or

What/Who inspired you to be an artist? 

I’ve kind of alWays liked cartoons and drawing since | can remember.

A little, | read Spider-Man sometimes as a kid, but | mostly watched 
cartoons and played video games. | wanted to get into animation 
when | was young, but then by my, teenage years|! really got into 
comics, and from there sequential art. 


What tools to do you use? 

Usually | use mechanical pencils and ink brushes on smooth Bristol. 
Coloring is usually in Photoshop, sometimes I'll use Copic or Prisma 
markers. 


Do you have a certain style/creative process? 

Depends on what |’m working on. Most of the time | just start with 
a pose or facial expression and just build from there. If I’m working 
ona comic page, I'll try to rough it out first in my sketchbook, plan 
out panel layout and such, but try to keep it loose so that it still feels 
somewhat improvised. As far as style, | try to blend my western 
and Japanese influences. | also enjoy messing with perspective 
points. 


Do you have a favorite comic book character? 

I’m not a huge X-Men fan, but I’ve always loved Gambit. He’s just 
a cool character with a unique design and cool powers. He’s easily 
my favorite X-Man. I’m also really fond of Tintin, | grew up with the 
cartoon and later began collecting the comics. The look and the 
stories are really fun. 


Do you have a favorite storyline or series? 

As far as superhero stories go, | love Batman: Year One and Daredev- 
il: Man Without Fear. | love Frank Miller stuff, and these two origin 
stories are my favorites for DC and Marvel. The characters are so well 


defined, and the stories in each s&ri 
ar@ compelling to me. One of my fav 
nonfsuperhero stories would 100% be b 
Pau P@pe. Again, the story pulls me in, 
and e’s art is always incredible. 


Do youaccept commissioned work? 
| have in\the past at conventions, and stjll 
do from time to time upon request. |’v 
also done posters and shirt designs. Right 
now school is my priority. | still occasionally 
do commission / illustration work however. 


What was your process for making this 
Detective Chimp work? 

Sketching the ideas up, penciling, and inking/ 
coloring in Photoshop altogether took a 
5 hours give or take. Not all at once mind you. | 
drew Batman in my interpretation of his original 
costume because | like that version the most. | really 
wanted to include Batman’s purple gloves from the 
1939 costume | based it on, but it didn 
work with the flow of the piece, so | gave 
his cape and cowl that dark purple color 
instead. Also to differentiate the color scheme between him and 
Detective Chimp. 


Do you have any career highlights you would like to share? 

You may not think of it as a highlight, but my fondest memory in 
my career was being at a live art show in Austin, drawing Miyamoto 
from Usagi Yojimbo with his creator, Stan Sakai watching me the 
whole time without me even knowing it. He took a picture with me 


afterwards.
